Resuming his interrupted va- 
cation in the Black Forest, Ade- 
nauer issued a statement which 
also indicated personal relations 


between the two statesmen had |, 


heen improved. 

After their long talks in Ba- 
den Baden yesterday, the two 
emerged side by side to an- 
nounce that “French and Ger- 
man relations have been favor- 
ably developed” by agreements 
on a number of issues. 

The Chancellor, who once 
publicly criticized Mendes- 
France .for failing to prevent 
French rejection of the Euro- 
pean army plan, spoke today of 
the “very good impression” he 
made as the first French pre- 
mier to confer on German soil 
since the Munich negotations of 


1938. 
‘Clear Thinker.’ 

Adenauer described Mendes- 

as “an extremely fresh 
and healthy appearing personal- 
ity” who was an extraordinarily 
clear thinker.

years. Roads already inadequate will produce 
worse traffic jams unless they are improved. 

Much of the nation’s commerce depends on 
the highway network. Defense too, and civil de- 
fense, both call for adequate roads. And safer 
highways would be a partial answer to the na- 
tional tragedy of traffic fatalities. 

The Administration, moreover, could hardly 
find a more popular program. Motor-minded 
Americans want smooth fast roads, and a vast 
construction program would have a particular 
appedl for the automobile industry, trucking in- 
terests, contractors, construction labor and, of 
course, the states which would get federal aid.

Having considered all this, Congress still has, 
a duty to balance the highway proposal with all 
the other demands on the national treasury. For 
the Governmént is struggling to maintain many 
services of the gravest public import, and at the° 
same time to approach a balanced budget. 

While the highways suggested In the Clay re- 
port would be built with rapidity, little of the 
debt for them would appear on this Administra- 
tion’s budget. Future Administrations and future 
taxpayers would pay most of the cost. uf 

The program also would give the ha 
economy, now confronted with close to 3,000,000 
unemployed, a shot of benzedrine. But an Ad- 
ministration which has minimized tunemploy- 
ment may have difficulty in justifying big pub- 
lic works. ) 

The enlarged federal share in building inter- 
state highways surrenders Mr. Eisenhower's re- 
peated hope of enlarging state responsibility. 
And it would be a dismal day in Washington if 
the states ever protested against such a generous 
invasion of states’ rights. 

A review of these considerations raises certain 
questions. Would it be more expensive to turn 
away from pay-as-you-go highway financing in 
favor of special bonds? Since some states, in- 
cluding Missouri, have been able to build good 
roads with low taxes, cannot all the states as- 
sume a larger share of responsibility? Finally, 
what about grave national requirements other 
than highways? 

* * *. 

Within two years, the Administration has 
trimmed expenditures both for defense and for- 
eign aid. Each is more important than four- 
lane highways,;however desirable they may be. 

What of schools? The nation now needs 370,000 
more classrooms and many more trained teach- 
ers. The requirements of education are growing 
as fast as the requirements of traffic. 

Yet plans for federal aid to education are far 
less magnanimous than the proposals for high- 
ways. If the Administration supports an ex- 
panded federal intérest in roads, it cannot logic- 
ally insist that better education is mostly a mat- 
ter for states’ rights. Schools need help, too. 

All of these considerations will no doubt be 


. debated as Congress considers a new national 


highway program. The obvious need for better 
highways is not at issue. The fundamental ques-.. 
tion is how to meet that need in proper equili- 
brium with other demands on government. 

If the United States can no longer live with

So it is reassuring, 
and not too surprising that 
his recently published book on 
American politics should carry 
a warning to his English read- 
ers that comparisons with 
English models can be mis- 
leading.

a S “Politics in America” 
Aw written primarily as 
a guide to his fellow 
ceuntrymen this was a nec- 
essary warning. But it also 
‘ Serves as a corrective to a 
eertain number of impatient 
Americans who from time to 
time are attracted by the 
seemingly more efficient Brit- 
ish parliamentary system. 
Mr. Brogan reminds them 
that the founders of the 
American state were obliged 
to create a unifying principle 
that would replace the dis- 
carded ingredient supplied by 
the monarchy. He also fe- 
minds us al] that when the 
Constitution of the United 
‘States went into effect, “the 
French monarchy still stood; 
there was a Holy Roman Em- 
peror, a ,Venetian Republic 
and a Dutth Republic, an Au- 
tocrat in St. Petersburg, a 
Sultan-Caliph in Constanti- 
néple, an Emperor vested with | 
the ‘mandate of Heaven’ in 
Pekin and a Shogun ruling 
the hermit Empire of Japan.”

Constitution still endures. 
Moreover it has been flexible 
enough to permit the most 
drastic social changes within 
the framework of law and a 
correction of political mechan- 
isms in keeping with expand- 
ing democratic feeling. The 
electoral system, for instance, 
has been transformed far be- 
yond the original intention of 
the Constitution. The electors 
were to choose the President. 
Now most Americans scarcely 
know that they are voting for 
electors and the electors are 
not free agents but merely 
nominal messengers. So the. 
overwhelming justification for 
our basic charter—as of now 
at least—is that it works. 
Mr. Brogan does not im- 
ply, of' course, that our pro- 
cedure is beyond improve- 
ment. Much of his text, in 
fact, deals with the para- 
doxes, inconsistencies and 
seeming inefficiency of our 
political practices, The sep- 
aration of powers makes for 
constant friction between the 
Executive and Legislative and 
Mr. Brogan gives many exam- 
ples of how this has inter- 
fered with the effective prose- 
cution of a consistent national 
policy. Nevegtheless the sepa- 


As for judicial review Mr. 
Brogan suggests that it goes 
much too far when the Su- 
preme Court substitutes its 
own judgment for that of 
elected representatives. More- 
over there is no automatic 
mechanism that would prevent 
a complete usurpation of 
power other than the mortal- 
ity of its members. Yet the 
sweep’ of history shows that 
the Supreme Court is not in- 
sulated from American life. 
So even though the Court is 
not prevented by law from be- 
coming a super-legislature it 
usually reacts, in the course 
of time, to criticism based on 
public feeling that it may have 
gone too far. 


of our system and sug- 

gested alternstives that 
might improve them Mr, Bro- 
gan advises caution. He does 
think that unity of purpose 
between the President and 
the Congress would be pro- 
moted if members .of the 
House of Représentatives 
were elected for four years in- 
stead of two. Ag for other 
changes he believes that the 
Americans are wise in being 
unadventurous. Americans on 
the whole have good political 
habits which are too rare to 
be thrown away in the world 
of.today. “The American peo- 
ple are right,” he says, “not 
to let the best be the enemy 
not only of the good, but 
even of the slight improve- 
ment that the system is capa- 
ble of without changing its 
basic character.” 

Mr. Brogan examines in 
thorough and illuminating de- 
tail mot only the Congress, 
the Executive and the Su- 
preme Court but also the 
Party System, the National 
Convention, Politics and 
Morals and the Character of 
the American Polity. It is an 
analysis rather than a judg- 
ment; and it was written—as 
has been said—for the British 
public rather than for Ameri- 
cans. There are few Ameri- 
cans, however, who. will not 
learn something about them- 
selves and their institutions 
from reading it.

éé HEY are in the jaws 

T of a monster! A 
lump of butter in 
the mouth of a dog! One 
gulp, one swallow, and all 
is gone.” 

Such was the tirade Mis- 
souri’s Senator Benton hurled 
at. .the second Bank of the 
United States, symbol of privi- 
lege, greed, and monopoly. 
The bank, by tightening 
credit and abolishing the 
40 different kinds of wildcat 
currency, defended its posi- 
tion that it was not only sta- 
bilizing the nation’s economy 
but also saving the West 
from bankruptcy. But in the 
1820s the discontented west- 
ern farmer, merchant, and 
sheep raiser, who understood 
neither the mystery nor the

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danger of unregulated paper 
money, saw only ruin ahead. 
Moreover, the luckless Wyan- 
dot tribesmen, clamped in a 
vice between the cupidity of 
the eastern speculator and the 
land hunger of the frontier 
settler, were champing to go 
on the warpath. 

Into such a seething his- 
torical background the author 
introduces Jonathan Blair, 


had no sinecure.. But he soon 
grew in wisdom and resource- 
fulness. How well he suc- 
ceeded in holding in leash the 
divergent explosive forces 
constitutes the plot of this 
stirring novel. 

Three principal characters 
dominate the scene: Jonathan 
Blair, two-fisted, stubborn 
frontier lawyer, is the peo- 
ple’s champion; the villain in 
the piece is Gideon Schaacht, |

. The climax in this dramatic 
struggle did not come until a 
dozen years later; and when 
it did, President Jackson, gal- 
lant knight of the plain people 
declares relentless war on the 
“monster” (bank), destroys it, 
and precipitates the panic of 
1837. 

In presenting the early 
stages of this historic contest 
Mr. Ellis has written a grip- 
ping story of our Old North- 
western frontier in the early 
years of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, The problems and psy-

pleasure in Elizabeth Bowen's 
latest novel. If they hgve ex- 
perienced it before in “The 
House in Paris” or “The 
Death of the Heart,” the most 
celebrated of her earlier 
Books, they will again be 
aware that they are in contact 
with the highly intelligent 
and penetrating mind of a 
woman. whose prose style is 
flawless without being man-. 
nered, She deals in subtleties 
rather than harsh facts,. and 
the people she creates are 
memorable though they seem 
to emefge from a private 
world of their own. 

The background of “A World 
of Love” is an old and dilapi- 
dated mansion in Southern 
Ireland surrounded by farm- 
land, its paths and once-green 
lawns choked with weeds—a 
silent, shuttered house to 
which the postman rarely 
comes, : 


* * * 
HE owner is Antonia, who 
T spends half her time in 
London. Twenty years 
earlier she had turned the 
mansion over to a young Eng- 
lishwoman engaged to marry 
her cousin, Guy, who was killed 
in the First World War. Lilia 
was incapable of earning a 
living, so Antonia married her 
off to a sturdy farmer who 
returned jobless to his native 
soil after the war. There were 
two children, a delightful 
small girl and Jane, an. €x- 
quisitely beautiful girl of 20 
when the story begins. . 

A typical country ‘town lies 
a few miles away, and the 
nearest habitation is an an- 
cient castle, which has been 
recently renovated by a 
wealthy widow. The time is a 
breathlese and sunny week in 
June. 

Unlike many ancient Irish 
dwellings, there is no family 
ghost residing in Montefort, 
but the memory of Lilia’s

That it 
becomes reality to the reader 
is due to its author’s magic. 

She knows what went on in 
their minds, which is more 
important in the end than 
their outward behavior and 
their words.

Hearing on Busch Area loons Next Month. 


MEETING between representatives of sportsmen's group and 
the Missouri Conservation Commission is to be held next 
month to discuss use of the August A. Busch Wildlife Area at 


ea 


Weldon Spring. 


The conference was scheduled 
as a result of a request by the 
Anglers of Missouri for a longer 
fishing season on the area. The 
Anglers want fishing to begin in 
April and end in November, giv- 
ing sportsmen several additional 
months for angling. 


“We were originally advised 
that to start fishing earlier in 
the year and close later, it 
would be necessary first to se- 
cure additional water on the 
area,” Havens, the ‘An- 
glers’ representative, said. 


Havens told of a meeting he 
had on ‘the subject with I. T 
Bode, commission director, and 
R. B. Clark, commission chair- 
man. 

“It was pointed out that the 
fishermen have only about 100 
acres of the area for use, and it 
is hard for them to understand 
why more of the Busch Area’s 
7000 acres could not be used 
for the fishermen and why the 
season cannot be extended some- 
what,” Havens said. 

“Last year $13,500 In fees was 
taken in from 27,000 fishing per- 
mits. Mr. Bode offered no in- 
formation as to how this revenue 
from 100 acres compared to the 
amount contributed. by other 
sports groups using the area.

The service, designed to ap- 
peal to tourists from the North, 
will open Jan. 19. Weekly sail- 
ings during the winter tourist 
season will follow. The ship 
will stop at Key West on its trip 
to and from Havana. 

The new service will make 
Tampa the only port south of 
New York, with the exception of 
Miami, with luxury passenger 
service. For tourists driving to 
make a cruise to Cuba the serv- 
ice out of Tampa will be nearly 
275 miles closer than was pre- 
viously available. .

owned, nonprofit station that dares to 
match Milton Berle with a discussion 
of a superhighway, and to disregard 
commercial TV’s taboos on presenta- 
tion, timing and almost everything else. 
Its aim is to raise TV's cultural stand- 
ards from the lowest-common-denomi- 
nator estate of commercial TV to “the 
greatest boon to education since the 
printing press.” To do this requires 
money and /or ingenuity. 

KETC has little of the former, but 
plenty of the latter. Broadcasting from 


‘a made-over girls’ gymnasium at Wash- 


ington University (the place is so 
crowded that one producer, housed in 


a converted snack bar, uses a refrig- 
erator for a file cabinet), KETC beams 
20 hours of high-level programs a week 
to a potential audience of 675,000. 
About half its shows are live, the re- 
mainder filmed or kinescoped. And all 
of them wear the KETC trademarks: 
ingenuity, low-cost. operation, com- 
munity spirit, culture. 

These, in fact, are the trademarks 
of educational television as a whole. 
The U.S. now has 11 active ETV sta- 
tions, with eight more due by mid- 
summer; all are alike in that they are 
unorthodox. When ETV comes to your 
town, don’t expect to see_television as 
you know it or education as you re- 
member it. You'll see fraces of both, 
blended with a goqod deal that’s new 
and different. 

In 1951, the Federal-Communica- 
tions Commission set aside 252 video 
channels for noncommercial use. The 
only requirements were that the sta- 
tions be operated on a nonprofit basis, 
and that the programming be educa- 
tional in character. Otherwise, the grant 
was almost a blank check. ‘ 

As a result, ETV has galloped off 
in several different directions. In Hous- 
ton, the University operates KUHT 
almost as a “University of the air,” with 
professors on the screen, pupils in the 
living room and college credit at the 
end of the “semester.” KETC, by con- 
trast, aims to “tap all the resources of 
the community and report on the com- 
munity to the community.”
